They also provide trained victim advocates to help clients navi¬ 
gate the legal system, and an Empowerment Support Group for current and past clients. 


They are in need of full size soaps, lotions, shampoos and conditioners, cleaning supplies, 
mops and brooms. If you feel it in your heart to help these women and their children, a bin 
is provided for these donations at the bridge.

The Wilmington Area Rebuilding Ministry (WARM) has done a remarkable job in 2019 with 
159 homes repaired and rehabilitated, up from 121 in 2018. Over 30,000 volunteer hours 
have been logged. There is still much work to be done with many elderly, disabled, and 
economically disadvantaged homeowners on the waiting list. A volunteer work force is 
needed for Brunswick County projects which will have trained construction supervision. 

In addition to home repair, help is needed with clerical work, photography, clean up, deliv¬ 
eries, and hauling. Anyone who has a few hours a week to spare is looking for a way to 
give back is encouraged to sign up.
